Favors Decimal Stock Quotation

"Why do the manngers of the stock exchange cling to the archaie
system of quoting in pighths?* wasx a question propounded yesterday in
the course of conversation by n well-knewn uptown banker and broker.
"Why don't they adopt the decimal system, a= ha= been done in the
quotations for Liberty " he continued.  “We pride ourselves on
our progressiveness and point to our decimal sysiem of coinage of maney
as compared with the lugubrious system of Great Britain's pounds, shil-
linge and pence, but in the matier of stock quotations we are not one
whit ahead of the censervatism of the English money system. The
present system of quoting in eighths,” he remarked, “comes to us from
the time when we had colns represeniing oneeighth of a dollar, They
were equal to twelve and one-half vents and were called & levy or a hailf-
levy, but they became obzolete long agn; not so the method of quoting
prices on the stock exchange, y

“There Is another point which should receive perious consideration
In connection with this application of the decimal system to stock quota-
tlons,” he sald. “Every banker and broker knows that the cost of run-
ning his business and the employment of hétp. which {g both scarce and
expensive, in fact, everything connected with the brokerage business
since the advent of the war, has inereased In cost in about the same or
even greater proportion ax every other business, while commissions have
remained the same. Now, if a4 decimal ayvstem of quointions was estah-
lished and commissions were made two-tenths instead of the present one-
elghth, It would come near to evening mhlters up, as the present rate of
commisslons iz altogether out of proportion to the eNpense of conducting
the bhusiness today.

“It seems to me,” he sald, “that the, present time gould be the most
promising for such a change, We are breaking old precedents avery day
and finding that nothing serious happens because of our actions; in fact,
matters move much better and we very acon become accustomed to the
changed conditions. Take, for instance,” he remarked, “the daylight-
saving hour. 1t was accomplished without a hitch and no one wants to
go back to the old plan ngain, 1If the powers who cdn make a change in
the present method of stock quotations and also in the standard of com-
missions would take hold of this matter and put It through s the day-
Jight-daving and other lawe have been put through, 1 believe they would
find matters would adjust themselves very quickly.

“There Is yeir another advantage in the proposad quotation by deei-
mauls,” he said, "and that is in keeping our books and accounts of our
customers.  We often have to calculate thess accounts In fractions of
cents which don't exist, llke one-sixteenth, or one-thirty-second, or two-
thirde, ete. All this would be very much simplified and less less help
would be needed for that purpose

“1 hope."” he concluded, '‘that in any case the end of the war will
bring around this much-needed reform, just as it is bringing about a
decimal currency for Great Britain"
